ROK Plane ‘Defected;’ 


UNC Demands Return 


Seoul Contends 
Red Agents Forced 
Airliner to Land

Communist North Korea 
said yesterday a South Ko- 
rean passenger plane “‘de- 
fected” to North Korea in 
opposition against the “fas- 
cist pressure of American 
imperialists and its puppet 

Syngman Rhee regime.” 
Pyongyang Radio heard in 
Tokyo, announced last night the 
plane landed at a North Korean 

airport about 2 p.m, Sunday. 
The broadcast did not give 
the type of plane or the num- 
ber of its occupants, but it ap- 
parently was the (South) Ko- 
rean National Airlines’ DC3 that 
disappeared over the Communist 


border Sunday with 32 persons 
aboard. 


‘Forced to Land’ 

SEOUL {(Kyodo-UP)—A _ Ko- 
rean National Airlines plane 
was captured in a 
drama by Red agents and forced 
to land behind the bamboo cur- 
tain in North Korea, intelligence 
sources here said Monday night. 

The plane, which carried 32 
persons including two Amer- 
icans and two Germans, landed 
at Sunan Air Base, 20 miles 
north of the North Korean capi- 
tal of Pyongyang at 3 p.m, Sun- 
day. All aboard were reported 
safe although there were wide- 
spread fears that they may be 
held as “hostages” ihe bit- 
ter cold war between the divid- 
ed parts of Korea, 

The plane was piloted by 
Willis P, Hobbs, 36, of Vallejo, 
Calif.. a veteran Far Eastern 
airline pilot of “the highest 
ealiber.” whose wife and child- 
ren are now staying in Hong- 
kong. Also aboard was Lt. Col. 
Howard W. McClellan, Bucha- 
nan, Mich. of the U.S, Air 
Force, 

United Nations Commander, 
Gen, George Decker, demanded 
the immediate return of the 
piane and its occupants. The 
United Nations Command asked 
for am emergency meeting of 
the Secretariat of the Military 
Armistice Commission at 10:30 
a.m. at Panmunjom Tuesday. 

The Communist side late Mon- 
Cay afternoon agreed to the 
Panmunjom meeting. U.S. Navy 
Capt. George W. Kehl, secretary 
of the United Nations Command 
Seeretariat will head the UNC 
group at Tuesday's meeting. 

President Syngman Rhee and 
other public officials issued 
angry statements, calling for 
the forthwith return of the DC3 
aircraft and its passengers and 
crew. 

The airliner took off from the 
South Korean port city of Pusan 
for the 250-mile flight to Seoul. 

Officials at the Foreign Min- 
istry here attached special sig- 
nificance to the fact that the 
dramatic incident occurred at a 
time when Red China's Premier 
Chou En-lai was visiting North 
Korea, 

Korean intelligence sources 
launched their own investiga- 
tion immediately. 

By day’s end the list of sus- 
pects had been narrowed to four 
or five, but there were several 
more who were reported to have 
been listed on the manifest 
under fictitious names. 

Intelligence sources believe 
the Red aerial “hijackers” 
atruck suddenly sometime after 
the DC3 checked in with the 
tower at the U.S. Air Force base

scheduled, on that date. 

Fujivama did not express the 
warning in such blunt words. 
But he emphasized in a state- 
ment before the House of Rep- 
resentatives Budget Committee 
that “mutual release of the de- 
tainees was a prerequisite for 
resuming formal talks with the 
Republic of Korea.” 


Fujivama said that if the re- 
patriation of Japanese fisher- 
men is delayed beyond March 
1, then also the start of formal 
ROK-Japan talks ewould be de- 
layed. 

At the same time, the Japa- 
nese Foreign Minister express- 
ed hope that the release would 
be completed by the end of Feb- 
ruary and formal negotiations 
begin on March 1 as agreed 
upon in the Dec. 31 agreement. 

Observers interpreted Fuji- 
vama’s statement as a clear in- 
dication of the crisis brought 
about as a result of Seoul’s de- 
lay in freeing all Japanese 
fishermen and Japan's failure 
so far to déport to South Ko- 
rea those detainees who insist 
on going to Communist North 
Korea. 

The Seoul Government has 
made clear that it is not willing 
to complete repatriation of 
Japanese fishermen—only 300 
have been released so far—un- 
til Tokyo agrees to send all Ko- 
rean detainees to South Korea. 

Japan has freed all Korean 
detainees and will ship them to 
South Korea on Thursday, How- 
ever, the Tokvo Government has 
not yet announced what it is 
going to do with the some 100 
detainees who refuse going to 
South Korea,

Peiping Angrily Attacks Visit 
By Japan Scribes to Taiwan

Communist China yesterday 
aitacked the visit of 13 Japa- 
nese newsmen to Taiwan as 
part of the U.S. “scheme” to 
create “two Chinas.” 

The Peiping regime's angry 
reaction to the visit to Taiwan 
of the Japanese newsmen led 
by Minoru Yokota, secretary 
eneral of the Japan Newspaper 
Publishers and Editors Associa- 
tion, was broadcast yesterday 
by the New China News Agen- 
cy. 

The official Communist agency 
said in a news commentary 
that the visit was “part and 
parcel of the effort by the Japa- 
nese ruling clique to follow out 
the American scheme of creat- 
Ing ‘two Chinas.’” 


“They took the opportunity 
to spread propaganda hostile to 
the Chinese people,” the agency 
seict.

Aichi toid reporters last night 
that Prime Minister Nobusuke 
Kishi's reply to the letter of So- 
viet Premier Nikolai Bulganin 
would be conveyed to the So- 
viet Government sometime be- 
fore the end of this week, 

The Government has been the 
target of a string of bitter Oppo- 
sition interpellations on Japan’s 
payment of reparations to South 
Vietnam and other diplomatic 
problems in the Diet of late. 


The Lower House Budget 
Committee will take up the 
supplementary budget for fiscal 
i957 today and tomorrow.

Poland yesterday made & 

worldwide bid for acceptance 
of the Rapacki Pian for a de- 
nuclearized zone- in Central 
Europe. 

Polish Ambassador to Tokyo 
Tedeusz Zebrowski called a vir- 
tually unprecedented news con- 
ference to announce that Po 
land had sent notes and a memo- 
randum to France, Britain, the 
United States, Russia, Crecho- 
slovakia, East Germany, Cane- 
da, Belgium and Denmark to 
help ease international tension 
in Central Burope. 


He also said the memoran- 
dum was handed other coun- 
tries, including Japan, for their 
information. It was also sent 
to U.N, Secretary General Dag 
Hammarskjoid. The contents 
were not to be made public Bn 
mediately, he said. 

Zebrowski told newsmen Po- 
land was “vitally interested in 
solving the problems of Central 
Rurope” and the establishment 
of a “nonnaclear zone” of Po- 
land, Czechoslovakia, East and 
West Germany would “be a 
step” toward solving global is- 
snes, such as disarmament. 

He said “let us make the first 
step and proceed to other prob- 
less,” and that they set up a sys- 
tem of aerial and ground con- 
trol with a system of “opere- 
tion and reporting of the con- 
trol organ” to be negotiated 
among them.

Talks Through 
‘Normal Channels’ 


WASHINGTON (AP)— 
President Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower in a new letter to So- 
viet Premier Nikolai Bul- 
ganin said East-West ef- 
forts to arrange a summit 
meeting have reached an 
“impasse.” He suggested 
both sides work through 
“normal channels” for an 
eventual conference. 


Eisenhower, answering Bulga- 
nin's criticiem of Secretary of 
State John Foster Duiles, struck 
back by saying any preparatory 
work “would, as far as the 
United States was concerned, re- 
our 
Secretary of State.” 

The White House made pulb- 
lic the text of Eisenhower's six- 
page reply Monday. It was sent 
to Moscow Saturday. 

In sharp language, FEisen- 
hower expressed “considerable 
puzziement,” and asked, in view 
of Builganin’s proposals “what 
de vou think another such 
(summit) meeting could contri- 
bute to @ genuine settlement of 
our problems?” 


He accused Bulganin of de- 
manding “the right to veto dis- 
cussion” of the proposals Eisen- 
hower believes vital to interna- 
tional peace. 

Eisenhower said he came to 
this conclusion because Builga- 
nin has “proposed and insisted 
on” discussing ten topics. Eisen- 
turn suggested discuss- 
ing eight other probleme to

As noted, Head's solution of 
the problem was limited, pure- 
ly retaliatory nuclear power 
for Britain.

the French, Germans and

In 
sum, a new design of the West- 
ern Alliance seems to be taking

Thé Alliance will still have 
its NATO podl of balanced 
forces. The United States will 
possess much the greatest 
nuclear striking power. But in 
the new design, the other 
major Western Allies will also 
be equipped with their own 
nuclear deterrents. In this one 
respect, they will be defensive 
ly self-contained. 

The objections to the new 
design are very grave. Worst 
of all, any further spread of 
nuclear power will surely end 


with the Syrians, Egyptians 
and the like brandishing, their 
own tiny A-bombs. But “there 


is no practical alternative to 
the new design except con- 
trolled nuclear disarmament. 


And perhaps the masters of the 
Kremlin, who are rightly given 
the creeps by the mere idea of 
the spread of nuclear power, 
may now be more willing to 
consider serious nuclear. disar- 
mament with real controls.

Poland’s A-Ban Zone Proposal 


This is the full text of an un- 
official translation of the Polish 
memorandum on a denuclearizved 
none presented to the Japanese 


Government. and other nations 
yesterday: 
On Oct. 2, 19857 the Govern- 


ment of the Polish People’s Re- 
public presented to the General 
Assembly of the United Nations 
a proposal concerning the es- 
tablishment of a denuclearized 
zane in Central Europe. The 
Governments of Czechoslovakia 
and of the German Democratic 
Republic (Fast Germany) de- 
clared their readiness to accede 
to that zone. The Government 
of the Polish People’s Republic 
proceeded from the conviction 
that the establishment of the 
proposed denuclearized zone 
eould lead to an improvement 
in the international aimosphere 
and facilitate broader discussions 


on disarmament, as well as the 
solution of other controversial 
international issues. while the 
continuation of nuclear arma- 


ments and making them univer- 
sal could only lead to a further 
solidifving of the division of 
Europe into opposing blocs and 
to a further complication of the 
situation, especially in Central 
Furope. © 

In December 1957 the Govern- 
ment of the Polish People’s Re- 
public renewed its proposal 
through diplomatic channels. 
Considering the wide repercus- 
sions which the Polish initia- 
tive has evoked and taking into 
account the suggestions emerg- 
ing from the discussion which 
has developed on this proposal, 
the Government of the Polish 
People’s Republic hereby pre- 
sents a more detailed elaboration 
of its proposal which may facil- 
itate the opening of negotiations 
ard reaching of an agreement 
on this subject, ‘

b. not’ to transfer in any 
manner and under any reason 


whatsoever nuclear weapons or 
installations and equipment de- 


signed for servicing nuoclear 
weapons to governments or 
other organs in this area. 


5. The powers which have at 
their disposal nuclear weapons 
should undertake the obligation 
not to use these weapons against 
the territory of the zone or 
against amy target situated in 
this zone. Thus the powers 
would undertake the obligation 
to respect the status of the zone 
cS an_area in which there should 
he no’ nuclear weapons and 
against which nuclear weapons 
should not be used. 

4, Other states whose forces 
are stationed on the territory of 
any state included in this zone 
would also undertake the obliga- 
tion not to maintain nuclear 
weapons among the armaments 
of these forces and not to trans- 
fer such weapons to govern- 
ments or to other organs in this 
area. Neither will they install 
equipment or installations de- 
signed for the servicing of nu- 
clear weapons including missiles 
launching equipment on the ter- 
ritories of the states jn this zone 
nor will they transfer them to 
governments or other organs in 
this area.

The most simple form of 
defining the obligations of states 
included in this zone would be 
the Gonclusion. of an appropri- 
ate international convention.

1. These obligations be de- 
fined in the form of four uni- 
lateral declarations bearing the 
character of an international ob- 
ligation deposited with a mutual- 
iy agreed upon depositary 
state;

in Review

The Dull March Monthlies 


The March magazines are un- 
usually dull. Since one does not 
remember the month itself as 
having been especially dull, the 
trouble must be that everything 
the monthlies have to say about 
everything that happened turns 
out to be exactly what one 
knew they would say. 


There are, for instance, the 
NATO conference and the pro- 
spects for a summit confer- 
ence. The magazines are at 
great pains not to let the signi- 
ficance of differences between 
America and American allies 
escape the notice of their 
readers; and as for the summit 


conference, doubts and hesita- 
tions can only be called per- 
verse, 

In an unsigned — editorial, 


Chuo Koron sets the keynote, 
and in the process makes the 
only perceptible reference to 
the American earth satellite. 
“Even at the time of the NATO 
conference, no one believed that 
the United States lacked power 
to raise a satellite; and a pride 
that does not want people to 
think that the United States 
goes into a summit conference 
at the behest of the Soviet 
Union is at this point too chil 
dish, too unbecoming a super- 
powerful nation.” 


Sekai carries a special series 
of articles on NATO and the 
cold war, and in the end says 
little more than the editors of 
Chuo Koron have managed to 
put into this one supremely 
patronizing sentence. (Strange- 
ly, these same editors devoted 
most of their magazine two 
months ago to demonstrating 
how very little in the way of 
satellites the United States 
was capable of. Their rule 
seems to be to play up the dif- 
ficulties beforehand, play down 
the achievement afterward.) 


Both Sekai and Chuo Koron 
are still talking about Okinawa. 
Yoshio Nakano, writing in 
Sekai, goes over the whole 
dreary story again, adding lit- 
tie that is new. He seems to 
share with certain well-placed 
Americans a feeling that Kane- 
shi may not be exactly the 
Same thing as Senaga, though 
with Nakano it is a fear rather 
than a hope. 

He also makes a point that 
must have occurred to many 
Americans besides the writer: 
that Senaga would have slipped 
into obscurity if no one had 


paid any attention to him. 
Nakano rejoices that this did 
not happen, for how if not 


through Senaga’s difficulties 
could the sufferings of Okinawa 
been brought to the attention 


of an indignant world? 

One other remark on Okinawa 
deserves to be recorded. In a 
very brief note a Mr. Kyodani, 
apparently a reporter for the 
Chuo Koron, shows the flair for 
incongruity that once made 
Japanese commentators couple 
Sunakawa and Budapest. Look- 
ing mournfully at Okinawa, 
Kyodani adds Japan to the list 
of nations left divided by the 


war: divided Germany,- divided ° 


Korea, divided Vietnam, divided 
Japan. 

Sunao Sonoda, a_i Liberal- 
Democratic member of the Diet, 
writes for Chuo Koron of the 
A-A conference in Cairo, to 
which he was a delegate. Sonoda 
devotes much of his space to a 
thumping non sequitur, obvious. 
ly, he says, the conference was 
not Communist-dominated, since 
all decisions were reached by 


‘unanimous vote. 


[t is curious that people who 
go to such conferences are 
always at pains to tell us that 
there was not a Communist in 
sight. After years of intoxicating 
coexistence, is it still not fash- 
jionable to fraternize with Com- 
munists? 

One looks forward with pleas- 
ure to .the day when someone 
eomes back from Stockholm, or 
Vienna, or Cairo, and says, after 
Beatrice Lillie: “I’ve been to 
the most wonderful Communist- 
dominated conference.” 

The attack on the Kishi Gov- 
ernment continues. In Sekai, 
Prof, Masamichi Inoki of Kyoto 
University offers many reasons 
for voting Socialist in the next 
elections. The international rea- 
sons are particularly interest- 
ing, though a trifle confusing. 
A vote for socialism is a vote 
against rearmament, and a vote 
for relaxing world tensions, be- 
cause rearmament is based upon 
the theory that communism is 
an absolute evil, the extent of 
whose power to corrupt and 
destroy is incalculable. 

But this theory is no longer 
valid, because the Gallup poll 
has shown that neutralism is 
growing throughout Western 
Europe. There may possibly be 
a few non séequiturs flying 
through these arguments too; 
but Prof. Inoki pushes ahead 
to an impressive conclusion: a 
vote for socialism in the next 
elections will be a vote not only 
for relaxed tension, not only for 
disarmament, but for Japanese 
democracy itself. These elec- 
tions, it seems, are to be the 
crucial ones determining wheth- 
er democracy in Japan endures 
or collapses. 


» After Nehru, What?

The question “after Nehru 
what?” was fired at me in more 
places than I can remember all 
over Britain and the U.S.A. In 
a way this question expresses 
the Westerners’ interest in our 
country’s affairs, for it was not 
from unfriendly motives that 
they asked jt. 


While with the ordinary peo- 
ple in the West the question 
merely signifies curiosity it is 
asked seriously by those whose 
profession it is to make a study 
of politics. Although in their 
case, too, there is lamentable 
lack of knowledge of India and 
the background of our life and 
politics, their questions reveal a 
certain apprehension about this 
country’s future. 


Such people in Britain feel 
that it is the prestige of Nehru 
and his hold on the masses that 
has enabled India to make a 
show of political stability and 
that the moment the dominat- 
ing personality of the Prime 
Minister disappears the coun- 
try’s unity will break up. 

Either out of a feeling of 
sympathy for their protege, 
Pakistan, or out of ignorance, 
many Britons feel that just be- 
cause Pakistan has no Nehru it 
has faced a’series of political up- 
heavals and has found it diffi- 
cult to make a success of demo- 
cratic institutions. 

Indeed, this is the propaganda 
line of Pakistani officials, too, 
all over the world. They try to 
encourage the belief that minus 
Nehru India and Pakistan differ 
little intrinsically in their stand- 
‘ard of living and _ political 
stability. 

There are also Englishmen 
who had forecast the collapse of 
the subcontinent after the Brit- 
ish left, and the only explana- 
tion they offer for having been 
proved false prophets is that 
they did not guess aright the 
role Nehru would play. They 
have certainly been surprised 
that an agitator had developed 
into a very skiliful politician 
and far-seeing statesman. 


of a further®™ The American view of the In- 


dian scene is somewhat different. 
It is largely colored by the anti- 
Communist attitude of most peo- 
ple in that country, but what- 
ever their view about Nehru’s 
role in world politics they re- 
cognize in him a leader whose

will gain the upper hand in the 
struggle for power, which, they 
believe, will follow the disap- 
pearance of the Indian leader 
from the scene. 


Thesé Americans definitely as- 
sume that after Nehru the Con- 
gress Party will split into leftist 
and rightist groups and that the 
future of democracy will depend 
on which of the two elements 
succeeds in capturing the ima- 
gination of the people. The 
various separatist movements in 
our country, especially those in 
the north, west and the south, 
are mentioned by such Ameri- 
can observers as indicative of 
the strain which Indian political 
unity is-undergoing today. They 
wonder whether Nehru’s succes- 
sor will be able to hold the coun- 
try together, 

Tt is not difficult, of course, 
for an Indian to answer the 
question with passionate sincer- 


ity. For one thing, it is pre- 
mature to ask about’ Nehru’s 


successor when the Prime Mine 
ister enjoys perfect health. 
Again, Nehru is the head of a 
democratic government and the 
issue of succession fo leadership 
under such a government should 
not lead to any upheaval. 


India has perhaps the most 
democratic institutions of any 
country in the world. This is 
because she has age-old demo- 
cratic traditions and has had 
the benefit of experience of 
other countries and has borrow- 
ed the most useful provisions 
out of their constitutions, The 
base of Indian democracy has 
been modeled on that.of the 
constitution of the U.S.A. _ It 
provides for a secular state, 
adult franchise, fundamental 
rights, supremacy of the judi- 
ciary and guarantees of freedom 
of expression and of conscience, 

India has not attained perfec- 
tion or even a high standard of 
administration, but she has the 
most broad-based and successful- 
ly-run democratic government in 
Asia and Africa. There are at 
least 50.ministers and deputy 
minister at the center and a few 
hundred in all the states. There 
are about a score of governors 
and the same number of chief 
ministers. About 4,000 duly elect- 
ed persons man the various 
legislatures of the country and 
over 100,000 are engaged in 
municipal administration at 
various levels. 


It is obvious that this vast 
manpower cannot be so bereft 
of talent and experience that it 
cannot provide for regular suc- 
cession for such high offices as 
those of chief ministers of states 
and the country’s Prime Minis- 
ter. 

Indeed, it would be a poor tri- 
bute to Nehru if it were ¢.id 
that he has created conditions 
under which it woultl be diffi-
